since school was dismissed 
in the afternoon. When the 
boys failed to return at dark 
the Sierra Madre Police were 
called and, acting on a tip. 
Officer Douglas Tucker 
found young McVickers 
wandering near the mouth 
of the canyon. He was on 
his way to get help for his 
three friends. 

He said the boys had gone 
into the canyon to find a 
lost cave. Ho became sepa¬ 
rated from the rest and then 
started to look for them. “It 
was just about dark when I 
heard them crying for 
help,” Officer Tucker said. 
“I couldn’t see them, they 
were way up on a mountain. 
They said they could not go 
up or down. So I shouted 
for them to hang on while 
I went for help.”

he may sell, lease or rent.” 

The petitions had just 
come off the press. 'TTiey 
couldn’t have been legally 
circulated until Attorney 
General Stanley Mosk pro¬ 
vided the legal title and 
summary. 

Mosk’s summary reads: 

“Sales and Rentals of 
Residential Property Initia¬ 
tive Amendment: Prohibits 
state, subdivisions or agency 
thereof from denying, limit¬ 
ing, or abridging right of 
any person to decline to 
sell, lease or rent residen¬ 
tial’ real property to any 
person as he chooses. Pro¬ 
hibition not applicable to 
property owned by state or 
its subdivisions: property 
acquired by eminent do¬ 
main; or transient lodging 
accommodations by hotels, 
motels and similar public 
places.” 

The Rumford Act, passed 
during the last legislature, 
makes it illegal to refuse to 
sell or rent to a person be¬ 
cause of his race or religion. 
The act cov-^rs approxi¬ 
mately 60 to 70 per cent of 
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The war against Califor¬ 
nia’s Rumford Fair Housing 
Act turned hot this week as 
the Arcadia Board of Real¬ 
tors named a general and 
armed its “troops” with pe¬ 
titions calling for a consti¬ 
tutional initiative nullifying 
the act. 

The Realtors will be seek¬ 
ing 15,000 signatures in Ar¬ 
cadia and Sierra Madre be¬ 
tween now and Dec. 31. To 
get the measure on the 
general election ballot next 
year a statewide total of 
500,000 registered voters 
must sign the petition.

Power Move! 


Politicians of both parties arc watching closely to see 
if Gov. Edmund G. (Pat) Brown can enforce his Decem¬ 
ber 1st deadline for ailing U.S. Senator Clair Engle to 
make up his mind on whether or not to resign. 

Engle has been hospitalized since August with a 
brain tumor, and at one time was reported to be virtually 
at death’s door. Recent reports, however, have him sub¬ 
stantially improved, leading to speculation that he migh 
be able to complete his term, which runs through 1964 — 
or perhaps even run for re-election in next year’s elec¬ 
tions. 

Should the veteran Northern California legislator bo 
up to seeking a new term in the U.S. Senate, odds are 
quite slim that any Democratic hopeful would attempt to 
unseat him. Engle has been a colorful lawmaker and is 
a hard, two-fisted campaigner. It is for this reason that, 
health permitting, most observers doubt he will be chal¬ 
lenged from within his own party. 

In the event of Engle’s resignation, his successor would 
be named by Governor Brown. Sacramento gossip centers 
upon State Controller Alan Cranston. Any appointee 
would, of course, face an almost immediate campaign 
next year for a new six-year term. 

In the absence of Engle’s voluntary retirement, politi¬ 
cal experts point out Governor Brown has no means open 
to him to force an Engle resignation. In fact, Mrs. Engle 
is reportedly highly critical of Brown for applying pres¬ 
sure on her and the Senator, when the Governor was in 
Washington recently. In an effort to force a December 
1st decision. 

The Senate itself apparently could take action to ex¬ 
pel a disabled member, but any such action is regarclr 
as highly unlikely. 

One interesting possibility is that Attorney General 
Stanley Mosk, reported to have strong White House sup¬ 
port for the possible interim appointment, will — if he 
doesn’t get it — line up in a Democratic primary contest 
with whoever the Governor might appoint. 

On the Republican side, a wide open donneybroe 
seems in the making for the primary election, although 
as yet no single G.O.P. hopeful has thrown his hat into 
the ring officially. 

Complicating the U.S. Senate picture for Republican 
hopefuls will be the presidential primary election contest. 
It is virtually certain that a Republican presidential fight 
will take place in California' 

The political facts of life in this situation are that 
GOP hopefuls either will have to line up with Governor 
Rockefeller or Senator Goldwater, or stay neutral. It is 
hard to guess which might be the most disadvantageous 
choice. 

The best choice, of course, would be to guess the 
eventual GOP winner in California and line up on his 
side early.

Oiling the Machine 


Elections in several areas across the nation drew 
rather special off-year attention because of the implica¬ 
tions they carried as to Democratic Party progress in its 
effort to take over key positions in all key cities. 

In Philadelphia, President Kennedy’s avowed favorite, 
incumbent Mayor James Tate, won a bitterly close elec¬ 
tion. The first serious GOP bid in Mississippi since Re¬ 
construction days was turned back, and the Demos won 
the Kentucky governorship in a race clouded by charges 
of scandal. 

California captured national interest, too, with the 
victory of Congressman John Shelley over Supervisor 
Harold Dobbs in San Francisco’s mayoralty race. Shelley 
had the well-organized support of the Democratic machine, 
even including inferential if unspoken support from Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy. Dobbs, h registered Republican, campaigned 
for the non-partisan office with a bi-partisan organization. 

Special significance has been attached to the Shelley 
victory by seasoned political analysts because it seems to 
fit the recent pattern of Democratic activity in California; 
activity aimed at the re-establishment of machine politics 
through various legislative maneuvers, including the re¬ 
turn of local elections to a partisan basis. 

California has produced excellent governors, senators, 
Congressmen, mayors, over the years since Hiram Johnson 
achieved his election reforms. The large reason is that 
merit, not machine, has so frequently been the major 
factor in their election. A great many thoughtful Cali¬ 
fornians would be most reluctant to see this quality 
diluted.
